two sure winners. Two more 


could come only from the club 
suit Docs he goto medal for brav- 
ery for boldly leading from his 

clutrlditg? . , , 

East won his spade king at 
trick otic and took stock. His side 
was unlikely to win two top trump 
tricks, so the best chance was to 
find West with the club acc. Bold- 
ly. he switched to a low club at 

trick.tWQ.and .WesLwon his ace.- 

Back came a club to East’s king 
but it "didn't surrive;' South ruffed 
and his'only other loser was the 
trump ace — making four hearts. 

East’s boldness in clubs was 
not bold enough. As long as he 
was. going. to place his bets on 
finding the club ace with West, 
why not start clubs by leading the 
king instead ofa low one? , 

- Observe the difference. When 
East’s club king holds, East leads 
another club and South must rufi'. 
When East wins his trump See. he 
7 — leads another club,-forcing-South— 
to ruff again. Now. East has one ' 
more trump than South and South 
has lost control. East gets two 
trump tricks instead of one and 
South’s game cannot score. 

What if East’s shift to the dub ' 
king had lost to South’s blank 
ace? The play might have ap- 
peared rash and embarrassing, 
but it would have cost nothing.

Kulm said she chose cheddar cheese 
because of its wide appeal. The dish- 
takes very few utensils to prepare, and 
the recipe is easy to follow. It’s versatile, 
too. because you can substitute difTerent 
cheeses, fruits and sauce mixtures. 

Here's the recipe: 

CHEF KUU^’S CREAM 
& CHEDDAR GEMS 
Yield: 20'scrvings, 2 gems each. 

Ingredients: . 

1 pound 8 ounces graham cracker or 
other dry cookie crumbs 

2 cups quick oats 

K cup brown sugar, packed 

1 tablespoon cinnamon, ground

if necessary -or canned fruit, drained (40 
bite-size pieces, including apricots,
